The reports may be 
of meiotic or mitotic chromosome counts but all numbers should be given as 2n. No illus- 
tration will be accepted. 


Format: 


Family. Species counted (include author citation). 
2n =. . . Voucher specimen. 


Provenance data for voucher specimen should include the following: 
Locality where collected in wild, coliector’s name and collecting number, her- 
barium where voucher is deposited using Jndex Herbariorum abbreviations. 


e.g. ERICACEAE 
Erica multumbellifera Berg. 
2n = 36. Silvermine Plateau, C. A. Smith 3694 (NBG).
